The whistling tree, or Acacia flfitila, 
is found in Nubia atm the Sudan. 
Ihe Arabs call si sofrnr, or piper, be­ 
cause oi the whistling sound tbat it pro­ 
duces, and the specitic nano of fistula, 
a word also meaning pipe or flute, has 
been given it for the same reason. 
Insects infest the tret* and deposit 
their eggs in us shoots. A gall-like ex 
crescence a hour an inch and a half in 
diameter is produced at the base of the 
shoots, and 
when 
the 
larva; 
have 
emerged from circular holes in the sides 
of the shoots the holes, played upon by 
the wind, produce a whistling sound 
equal to that produced by a sweet toned 
flute. 
The cow tree is so called 
b ecau se 
it yields an abundant supply of milk. To 
obtain the milk deep incisions are made 
in the tree, from which the fluid flows 
into vessels placed ready to receive it 
This vegetable milk is white, somewhat 
viscid and has an agreeable flavor, and 
an analysis of it shows that it is verv 
much like the milk of a cow in its com­ 
position. 
The cow tree grows on the 
lope of the mountain chain bordering 
on Venezuela. 
The cloth tree is found at Otaheite, in j 
the south sea. 
I he bark is taken off in 
long strips and put to soak overnight 
in running water 
The soaking softens 
it. so that the inner filler may be easily 
separated from the rest of the bark. 
The fibers are put together in lengths of 
about 11 or 12 yards, and the lengths 
are placed side* by --id»* until they are gt 
least 12 inches in width, and two or 
three layers of libers are put »in»» upon 
another 
The fibers adhere together in 
one 
piece, and the material thus formed is 
beaten upon a smooth piece of wood until 
it becomes as thin as muslin. It is then 
bleached in tin* air for a time, when it 
is ready to be made up into clothing, 
The stinging tree of Queensland is 
ph asing to the eye. but dangerous to the 
touch 
Its effects arc curious. 
It causes 
great pain to the person or animal that 
has the misfortune to g et stung by it, 
but it leaves no wound, no mark of any 
kind, and for months afterward the pari, 
stung is painful in rainy weather or 
w hen in any way it gets wet. Frequent­ 
ly it is necessary to shoot horses and 
dogs that have been stung by I In* tree, 
so maddening is its effect upon them. 
The angry tree grows in Nevada, east­ 
ern California 
and 
Arizona.

in the least disturbed, this highly sensi­ 
tive tr» » e shows its anger by ruffling up 
its leaves and emitting a disagreeable 
tx lor — I). \ .

'1 he set of wind and wav» 
before and alter tin agitation was r< 
the westward, and t» *u minutes after 
the ship had come hack to a level k eel 
the wind ehang*d to the east and blew 
half a gale for the next seven hours. 
As a m atter of reeord, the ship pursued 
her voy age and made the port of Bom 
hay w ithout further adventure, and tin 
remainder of the story relates to tin 
captain. 
He was swept overboard by 
the last wave, just as we concluded, and 
presently found himself far to leeward 
among a lot of spars and cask s which 
the same wave had tak en from tin* mail 
deck . While the man seized a spar and 
passed a lashing around his body he had 
no hop» * of rescue. 
Almost before In* realized his position 
the ship was a mile away , and In* felt 
sure that no boat would be lowered to 
mak e a search for him. 
The spar to 
which he was lashed drift« d away to 
the west, and evening came on. Between 
5 o’clock and sunset four ships passed 
the drifting man, but all too far away 
to see or hear, and when night came 
down he felt that there was no longer 
the slight» -st chance for him. 
He drift­ 
ed to the westward, as I have told y ou, 
but how far has never been k nown. 
N ight passed and another day came, 
and toward the dose of that day Cap ­ 
tain Graham lost consciousness. 
He 
may have drifted a day after tha t— p er­ 
haps two day s. 
When he came to his 
senses again, he was ly ing on a sandy 
beach, with his feet in the water, 
lie 
had been cast ashore on an island. 
It 
was surely an island to the north and 
w**st. of Madagascar, bur for reasons 
which will be explained later on if can­ 
not be more definitely located. 
For an 
hour aft« r opening his ey es the man 
could not unlash himself from the spar. 
When lie had finally accompli.shod tiiat 
object, he had to crawl 
o n hands and

and the captain was so « xhaust» «1 that 
if lie had not found fresh water and 
wild fruit at hand la* must have pensli 
i'd.

sence of life on the island.

sect.

on tin* island w ithout sighting a sail, 
he made up 1 i.- mind that tin* fate of 
th** poor follow who had dashed into tln-
